CHICAGO, July 4-A dispatch to 
the Record from St. Petersburg, July 
ll (via Paris, July 14,) says: 

“The Czar has received with great 
emotion the dreadful detalls of the 
catastrophe at Peking. Tears coursed 
down His Majesty's cheeks as he read 
the cablegram from Admiral Alexieff, 
at Port Arthur, confirming the hor- 
rible details of the assassination of M. 
De Giers. 

“Count Lembsdorf received’ the 
friends of the murdered ones at the 
Foreign Office and unfolded to them 
the tragic story. The scenes of fren- 
sied terror and grief that followed were 
unspeakable. The building of the For- 
eign Office was besieged by an excited 
throng, and the whole of St. Peters- 
burg is full of lamentation. Immedi- 
ately after Admiral Alexieff's dis- 
patch’ was received, the Czar ordered 
the Cabinet and Council of State to go 
into session at once. 

“The Russo-Korean relationse-at the 
present moment are all that could be 
desired. The audience of the Korean 
envoy last week, when he presented 
his credentials to the Czar, was most 
cordial. The Korean Minister and his 
Cabinet are inclined to be favorably 
impressed by Russia's successful ac- 
tivity in China and the empire’s toler- 
ant attitude toward Japan.”

wenty-five years & poor man, and 
he has all money in raising 
wheat. He is today worth $300,000. 
With the profits of each year’s crop he 
buys more wheat land and each suc- 
ceeding year he sows more wheat. 
With the net profits of his crop this 
year he will be abie to purchase eight 
or ten additional farms of 160 acres 


There’ are numerous instances in 
Kansas this year of this year’s crop 
alone paying for the land on which it 
was raised. Milton Shields purchased 
160 acres of land iast fall a few miles 
northwest of Salina. He sowed 100 
acres of it in wheat and rented an ad- 
eitional eighty acres which he also 
sowed to wheat. He acts only two- 
thirds of the wheat on the rented land, 
and yet his net profit on the cror will 
easily pay for his entire farm.
